Subject.— Import of Capital goods (Balancing Equipment) against the U.K. Kipping 
Loan. 

No. 134-ITC(PN)/70. —The U.K. Government have made available, as part of 
the assistance for Indian Economic development, a loan of £1.0 Million (Rs. 1.89 
crores), to meet the requirements of U.K. oriented firms for balancing equipment. 

2. It has been decided that these funds may be used for issue of licences to 
Actual Users in both the scheduled and non-scheduled sectors including small 
Beale industries with equipment of British origin, for import of minor balancing 
equipment needed by them to maximise utilisation of equipment already in use. 
The amount available for the purpose being small as against the demand from 
entrepreneurs, it has been decided to consider applications only in these case* 
where :— 

(1) The equipment in use is mainly of British origin; and 
(ii) The value of the equipment sought to be imported is small in relation 
to the equipment already in use and does not exceed £23,000 c.ii 
value. 
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Applications from eligible importers should be supported by information aa 
per proforma given in the Appendix to this Public Notice. In case, the application 
is not supported by the Appendix or incomplete faulty information is given in 
the Appendix, the application will be summarily rejected. It may be particularly 
noted that only one application should be submitted by each eligible importer, 
dor* than one application submitted by an importer will not be considered. 

3. The terms and conditions which will be applicable to the licences to be 
Issued against this loan are given in the Public Notice No. 50-ITC(PN)/70, dated 
the 4th April, 1970, 

4. Applications from eligible actual users for the imports of minor balancing 
equipments in terms of this Public Notice may be submitted in the prescribed 
form and manner (Form—E) to the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, New 
Delhi (Special Cell) by the 15th October, 1970.

Kipping Loan. 

No. 135-ITC(PN)/70.—The TJ.K. Government have made available, as part of 
the assistance for Indian economic development a loan of £1 Million (Rs. 1.80 
crores) to meet the requirements of U.K, oriented firms, for import of spare parts 
required for servicing U.K. equipment in the country. 

2. It has been decided that this loan may be used for issuing licences for im¬ 
port of spares to the representatives of British manufacturers of machinery and 
equipment, who have been receiving import licences as established importers or 
under earlier Kipping Loans, to import spare parts needed for servicing and main¬ 
taining the equipment supplied by their principals. Licences will also be issued 
to Established Importers for import of spares for printing machinery and mining 
machinery manufactured in the U.K. 

3. As the amount available for the purpose is relatively small, preference will 
be given to importers of spare parts who have commitments to service existing 
equipment of British origin, Applications from eligible importers should be sup¬ 
ported by information as per proforma given in the Appendix, to this Public 
Notice. In case, the application is not supported by the Appendix or incomplete/ 
faulty information is given in the Appendix the application will be summarily 
rejected. It may be particularly noted that only one application should be sub¬ 
mitted by each eligible importer. If more than one application is submitted by an 
importer only the first application will be considered. 

4. The terms and conditions which will be applicable to the licences to be issued 
against this loan are given in the Public Notice No. 50TTC(PN)/70, dated the 
4th April, 1970. 

5. Application may be submitted in the prescribed form and manner to the 
Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, New Delhi (Special Cell) by the 15th 
October, 1970,
